ESKIMO FOOTWEAR. 


Boots of the Arctic Regions and How 
They Are Made. 


The Eskimos, as a rule, nse nothing 
but the sealskin, deerskin, musk oxen,

MANY OLD FEATS CHALLENGES 
PRESENT DAY WORKMEN, 


Luminous Painting of the Japanese

painting was known to the Japanese 
so long ago as 976 A.D., in the dynas- 
ty of the Emperor Tai Tsung of the 
Sung dynasty. He had in his posses. 
sion a picture painted by one Su 
Negoh that was a spirited affair, being 
nothing more ‘or less, however, than 
a picture of an ox that everyday left 
the picture frame to graze and then 
to the frame to sleep at 


night. This thing worried the emper- 


) or, as it seemed to his mind to be 


more realistic than was nectssaty in 
just a common picture of a commorr 
ox, so he made numerous inquiries: 
among his subjects as to why the ox. 
being only a picture, daily went out 


| to graze, 


None of the people, of course, coul? 
explain the phenomenon and the em- 
peror finally appealed to a_ certairr 
wise Buddhist priest, who said vhut 
the Japanese painter had known of 
an ancient secret and applied it to 
his art in painting the picture, I[t 
really was nothing, explained the 
learned priest, more than that the 
artist had found some nacreous sub- 
stance within the flesh of a certain 
kind of oyster that could be picked 
up among the rocks when the tide 
was low. This substance was dried 
and then ground into color material, 
and pictures painted with these colors 
were invisible by day and luminous 
by night, so the secret was that dur- 
ing the day the figure of the ox was 
not visible, and it was therefore sai« 
that it left the frame to go on graz- 


ing. 

Flawiry relates that during the ag~ 
of Tiberius a Roman workman who 
had been banished was allowed to: re- 
turn to Rome, which he did, bringing 
with him a glass cup—a really won- 
derful cup, for he dashed it upon the 
pavement and it was not broken by 
the fall, although dented, but with 
hammer he easily bent it into shape 
again. It was brilliant, transparent.. 
but not brittle. It is further stated 
that the Romans were much interest- 
ed and learned that the man had ob- 
tained the cup from the Arabians, 
who are wonderful chemists. In the 
books of that long ago time there is 
a glass mentioned that if ‘supported! 
by its own weight would ina day 
dwindle down to a fine line and could 
be curved around the wrist like m 
bracelet. 

The glassblowers of ancient Thebes 
are known to have been far in ad- 
vance of the most proficient crafts- 
men of our day of “progress,” some: 
4,000 years later. They were well ac- 


quatited with the aaa Si staining” 
glass, and are known to have pro- 


duced that article in great profusion 
and perfection. Rossellini tells of @ 
piece of stained glass known to be 
4,000 years old which displayed ar- 
tistic taste of high order, both in tint 
and design.

Upon that hint I spake a bit of my 
mind, quietly but firmly.

I thought her complaint odd then 
and her disdain of “French cooking” 
the prejudice of an untrained mind. 
I have cume since to deprecate it as a

It goes without saying that the 
French lead the world in all pertain- 
fn to fine cookery. It should be 
better known that they are also the 
wisest of domestic cconomists. 

I have said this, in effect, so often 
that those wno are indifferent to gas- 
tronomical and culinary studies ac- 
cuse me of harping tediously upon one 
string. It cannot be too strongly 
driven into the consciousness of our 

ractical housemother that she could 

ring her family fare up to a much 
higher standard of palatableness than 
she has dreamed of and lower market 
bills by going to school to the 
Frenchwoman of limited means. I am 
not writing this plain talk for those 
who can command and pay for the 
services of a “chef,” he French 
peasant knows how to make the very 
est, as regards savoriness and econo- 
my. out of the homely materials 
whicti are all sne can afford to buy. 
And she puts the knowledge into 
daily and hourly practice. Her stock 
pot is never empty and the garbage 
pail is seldom full. The “dip” and the 
“wallop,” of which I spoke some 
weeks ago, are translated by her into 
a wise reserve of every particle of 
nutriment and flavor that meat,

STOCK-POT ECONOMY 

I kept house in France long enough to 
fook narrowly into methods that amused 
for a time, and then edified me.
